A ii^rATi II to the Coiirier-lonrnal from 
.McKee, Ky., reports the people of .lack- 
BOn County liighly inditfoant at the re 
cent action of the 8tate Board of Health 
ia entablishinR a quarantine aftainat that 
county upon tiie report of a Dr. Siiioi k, 
who is the local repreientative of the 
Rtate Board. Sinock'fl Btetement ia de- 
clared to l)e "incorrect in every particular" 
and is "based upon liearaay of an unre 
liable character." Smock reports one 
hundred caises of small pox, while others 
assert that altogether tliere have not 
been more than thirty, and one promi 
nent and influential minister declared 
froui the pulpit that there had been no 
small-pox at all! Dr. Smock stood hia 
groand, however, and demanded ten dol 
lars a day for hia aerricea— the order to 
be given by the County Court in advance 
The Secretary of the State Board of 
Health baa Jast made a circuit of ina'pec 
tion in that region, but did not viait Jack- 
son County, becaase hia preaence, be 
saya, "woald have done no good." If 
fhcy would not listen to Smock, they 
would not lietun to hini. Dr. McCor 
mack says : 

In making the circuit of the several 
county aeata I have heard some of the 
Btotiea that are being circulated in Jack- 
son County. They not only malign the 
State Board of Health and deny the ex- 
iatenceof amall-pox within their borders, 
bnt are loud in their denunciation of Dr, 
B. S. Smack, whom the Bute Board sent 
to McKee twice to investigate the epi- 
demic. They say that he does not know 
anything about small*pox and did not 
stay in the county long enough to find 
out anything about it. It is reported 
that he told another physician in McKee 
that he i niild make rl ,000 each out of the 
count y Hud all kinds of things detriment- 
al t ) his character. 

But why "detrimental" to Smack's 
ditraetor? If there are one hnndred 
cases of small-pox in the county to be 
treated by Dr. Smack at the rate of ten 
dollars a day, the two doctors minhx 
easily extract one thousand dollars each 
out of the County Court. Indeed, it is 
Ttry creditable to Smack that he would 
consent to "divide." But there are those 
who believe that as long as County 
Courts can be induced to "i)Ut up" in 
this way, the small-pox phantom will 
not be eaiily downed, and that the oom- 
ing century with its carefully amended 
••nitary methods (loose quarantine! and 
Hberal county orders) will open a career 
of imperial expansion tor the long aei^ 
lected small-pox germ.

The contest for the Democratic Con- 
gressional nomination in tbe Ninth dis^ 
trict ia boooming very interaatfng and 
•aoamiiig new phaaea dally. At praaent 
there are no less than seven avowed 
candidates, namely: Justice, Williams 
and Hager, all of Boyd Ooonty ; Cole, of 
Greeavp; Powara* of Carter; Kahoe, of 
Mason, and Sharp, of Bath. It is gener- 
ally figured that Kehoe will carry Mason, 
Bracken, Lewis and Fleming, with a total 
of thirty-eight votea. Sharp ll given 
Bath, Nicholas, Harriaon, Robertson and 
Rowan, with thirty-seven votes. Carter 
will probably instruct for Powers first 
and Sharp second, with eight votes, leav- 
ing Boyd» Lawrence and Greenup, com- 
posing a Senatorial district, with a total 
of thirty-live votes, to be divided between 
Cole, Justice, Wiliiama and Hager. As 
Cola livaa in Oraennp, the eight votea 
of that county can safely be conceded to 
him. There ia bitterness between the 
three candidates from Boyd County, 
which nttarly deatroya the chanoe of 
either, thoagh the votes of their home 
county and of Lawrence will surely be 
cast, temporarilv at least, for some one 
or two of the trio. 

The rule dropping the hindmost can* 
didate will rapidly bring things to a cli- 
max between Sharp and Kehoe, the two 
leading candidates. With Carter's eight 
votea added to his original strength 
Sharp would have forty-five, lacking a 
fraction let^s than nine votes of the num- 
ber necessary for the nomination, and 
tbeae vOtea kia frfenda believe he can se- 
cure, when needed, from Lawrence. His 
chances for securing additional votes 
from Boyd and Ureenup, in the final 
struggle, are about the aame aa thoae of 
Mr. Kehoe. 

The total vote in the convention will 
be 107, and the precinct meetings or 
mass conventions, as each county lias 
the tight to elect, will be held on Satnr- 
day, August 'Uh, and the nominating 
convention on Wednesday, August 10th, 
at Cynthiana. 

The Demoerata of tha diatrict are con- 
fident of victory in November, as Shauk- 
leford's majority last fall was something 
over 1,'JOO. Divisions, dissensions and 
jealousies in the party alone were re- 
aponaible for both of Pogh'a victories. 
These liave disappeared, and the district 
will probably resume its normal posi- 
tion in the Democratic column.

The drouth, of which there was so 
much complaint in the last bftlletin, has
